The twenty-first anniversary of the or- 


ganization of the Father Mathew society 
of Blackintoja was observed Thursday 
evening in Temperance hall in that vil- 
lage in a very fitting manner by the mem- 
bers and about one huudred of their 
friends. A fine mnbical and literary pro- 
gram was rendered and remarks wore 
made by several who have been members 
of the organization since its foundation on 
April 9,1876. 


Thomas P. ^Turphy presided at the 


organ and opened the program with some 
very line selections. The president of the 
Father 
Mathew 
society, 
John 
H. 


Mahoney, then welcomed the guests In 
behalf oi the society in a few well chosen 
words, telling how he as a boy joined the 
organization. He also referred to some of 
the depirttd organizers of the society. 
He said that there were to be found in the 
society many young men who had never 
known the taste of intoxicating liquors. 


M. J. Fleming of Blackinton then ren- 


dered in a very acceptable manner, "I 
Loved You Better Than You Knew," and 
was followed by a recitation, "Virginias 
at the Forum," by Miss Lizzie Costello of 
this city, Thomas Quinn of this city sang 
"She's Good Enough for Me." 


P. J. Mahoney, the society's historian, 


was introduced and gave the history of 
the society. He in part said that the first 
temperance so^cty of which there is any 
record was organized in 180S by "Billy 
Clark" in Saratoga county, N. Y., and 
was called the "Temperate Society of 
Northumberland and 
Morean." 
The 


Massachusetts Temperate association wtia 
organized in ISIS for the suppression of 
intemperance. The first attempt at tee- 
totalism was unsuccessfully made in 1834. 


the new Spring j Up to 1840 the chief attempt towards tem- 


perance was in trying to induce the young 
to 
join 
the 
temperance 
move- 


ment, 
believing that there was lit- 


tle Lhope for those who had already 
formed the 
appetite for strong driuk. 


In 1840 six reformed drunkards formed 
the Wasuingtonian society in Baltimore, 
Md., and the movement rapidly spread 
throughout the country. Father Malhew 
began his labors in Cork, Ireland, in 1S3S 
and m five years he had redeemed 6,000,- 
000 oi his fellow men from the curse of in- 
temperance. He came to America in 
1849 and was accorded a hearty welcome 
everywhere by all classes. 
During his 


visit to the United States he administered 
the pledge to upwards of 600,000 persons. 


Atter dwelling at length upon the work 


of this noble man the speaker spoke of 
the organization of a society in the vil- 
lage of Blackinton. It was organized in 
April 9,1S76 and its Urst officers were: 
President, William O'Bi ien; vice-pi eai- 
dent; Daniel Galvm; treasurer, T. II. 
Connors; secretary, I*. J. 
Mahoney.
